LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  April  1  states  as  follows: 

"More  frequent  inquiry  for  prices  and  a  wider  interest  in  cotton 
quotations  was  reported  in  this  and  other  Now  England  cotton  con- 
suming canters  during  the  past  wo  els,  but  there  was  very  little 
actual  trading  accomplished.      Seme  attribute  this  reluctance  of 
the  mills  to  take  definite  action,  to  a  determination  to  end  the 
first  quarter  in  as  liquid  a  state  as  possible  and  with  no  more 
obligations  outstanding  than  absolutely  necessary.      There  is 
evidence  that  most  mills  are  not  in  possession  of  a  sufficiently 
large  reserve  supply  of  raw  material  to  continue  the  present  scale 
of  operations  much  longer  without  replenishment,  for  according  to 
the  best  information  available,  total  cotton  purchases  by  mills 
in  this  section  for  the  past  six  months  have  been  very  substantially 
less  than  the  volume  of  consumption,  as  indicated  by  spindle  hours 
run.      Many  cotton  merchants,  therefore,  are  certain  that  mill 
stocks  of  cotton  as  a  whole  are  very  limited,  and  they  expect 
replenishment  operations  in  the  cotton  market  to  begin  soon.

"The  wide  fluctuations  of  the  Egyptian  market  have  not  gone 
unnoticed  here,  and  although  the  mill  men  regard  the  present  levels 
of  the  Alexandria  market  as  highly  speculative  and  temporary,  they 
are  giving  more  consideration  now  to  the  possibility  of  many 
consumers  switching  from  Egyptians  to  American  extra  staple  Peeler, 
with  consequent  effect  on  extra  staple  prices.      Medium  grade  Sakel 
cotton  is  variously  quoted  from  41-1/2  to  42-1/2  and  43  cents,  and 
has  sold  up  to  42-l/2  cjnts  in  a  small  way.      Lower  grade  Sakel, 
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Stat3m3nt  relative  to  long  staple  cotton  market  continued: 

however,  has  b33n  offered  around  35  to  36  cants,  "but  no  interost 
has  b3  3n  report  3d.      High  grade  Sakel  has  brought  up  to  45  and 
46  C3nts.      For  Sudan  Sakol ,  pric3s  for  th  3  very  high  grad3S  are 
around  50  to  51  cants  or  higher,  "but  m3dium  to  high  grade  Sudan 
Sakel  can  "b a  had  as  low  as  49-1/2  csnts  or  3van  lower.      Good  grada 
Sudan  sold  a  f  3w  days  ago  around  47-1/2  conts  in  an  3xporimental 
way.      Medium  grado  Egyptian  upp3rs  havo  boon  inactive  in  this 
market  and  arc  quoted  ha two on  30-l/2  and  31-l/2  conts. 

"Somo  buying  intorest  has  b3on  displayed  in  Pima  cotton,  but 
it  is  confined  to  a  certain  few  quarters,  and  offerings  of  Pima 
have  b3  3n  so  hard  to  find  that  th3re  has  been  little  chance  of 
business.        Good  hard  stapled  Pima  of  fairly  good  grade  was 
available  in  one  quarter  of  th3  mark3t  this  week  but  no  price  was 
set  on  it.      Round  lots  of  rejected  Pima,  having  rather  short3r 
staple  than  normal  and  somewhat  soft  character,  have  been  offered 
in  an  attempt  to  fill  the  demand,  but  these  are  priced  lower  than 
the  hard  stapled  lots.

"Further  weakening  in  extra  staple  cotton  prices  took  place 

during  the  past  week  in  this  and  other  New  England  consuming  centers 

as  a  result  of  strong  selling  pressure  on  the  part  of  certain 

southern  shippers.      Price  cutting  was  not  general,  and  it  was 

confined  to  somewhat  limited  volume  even  where  it  was  indulged  in,
